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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First, the amendment does partially overcome the 
previous 35 USC 112 rejections but it is still seemingly difficult to determine how the waveform/correlation is specifically used to practice the 
claimed process. It is noted that however if claim 10 were additionally amended to specifically refer to obtaining the inverted waveform of 
the primary component as part of the measuring step and then using the determined correlation to control the displacements to obtain this 
inverted waveform (i.e. define the process in essentially the same manner as original claim 10), then the 112 rejections would be removed 
and subject to acceptance of the previously filed terminal disclaimer (and an updated statement of common ownership), such a claim would 
be allowable over the closest prior art. With respect to the statement of common ownership in particular, the statement on page 13 of 
applicant's response is at present deficient as it does not specifically indicate that the inventions were common owned "at the time the 
claimed invention was made" (i.e. at the time the invention of this application was made) - see MPEP 706.02(l)(2)(ll) for an exemplary 
statement. Additionally, formalities review of the submitted terminal disclaimer is still pending and if approved, the previous obviousness 
double patenting rejection of claim 10 will be withdrawn. As to claim 1, it is still submitted that the prior art would teach broadly adjusting a 
position of a carcass and bead, this reading on for example even placement of a carcass (and beads) in a mold. 
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
